Lonergan stated. “The people 
running Southwestern Bell are 
mere office boys for A, T. & T.., 
as is indicated by these identical 
Statements of policy. The only 
actual difference in their an- 
nouncements is in the name of 
the local company involved.” 

American Telephone & Tele- 
graph executives at New York 
teld a Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent that all policies and decisions 
in the Southwestern térritory are 
determined by the Southwestern 
Bell management. 

Notice to Governors. 

The union yesterday notified 
the Governors of the six south- 
western states that it had “done 
all we could to reach a settle- 
ment.” Union officers said in the 
message they had sought settle- 
ment through direct negotiation 
and were prepared to submit their 
case to independent arbitration, 
as the Governors had recommend- 
ed. “We regret the company re- 
fuses to recognize its responsibili- 
ties to the public and to its em- 
ployes as it concentrates on ef- 
forts to force a disruption of tele- 
phone service,” the union as- 
serted. 

Southwestern Bell rejected 
union demands for a wage ad- 
jystment of 15 cents an hour and 
14 other contract changes, con- 
tending that the union failed to 
justify any changes.

MAHANOY CITY, Pa., Jan. 14 
(AP)—Rescue workers trying to 
reach two brothers trapped in a 
mine cave-in 100 feet below the 
earth's surface reported today 
they heard an underground dy- 
namite blast. 

The rescue workers said the 
blast appeared proof that at least 
one of the men trapped was alive 
nearly 24 hours after the cave-in, 
and was attempting to dynamite 
a path to safety. 

A second dynamite blast was 
heard less than an hour later. 

“There's no doubt about it,” 


said one rescue worker. “Some- 
body’s trying to blast his way 
out.”

‘There is an “immediate, cry- 
ing need” for investigation of the 
administration of justice in the 
circuit courts here, R. Forder 
Buckley, president of the Bar 
Association of St, Louis, said’ to- 
day. A 13-man special committee 
of the bar, named yesterday, will 
meet next Friday to start its 
“thorough ahd searching inquiry” 
into the handling of criminal 
cases, he announced. 

Scope of the inquiry will be 
left to the committee, headed by 
Forrest M. Hemker, Buckley ex- 
plained, adding that he thought 
it would be best to confine the 
investigation at first to a thor-.: 
ough study of the circuit court 
criminal divisions. 

Other Courts Later. 

Rather than “thin out” the 
study to include police-courts and 
the courts of criminal correction, 
he continued, he hoped the com- 
mittee would concentrate on the 
circuit courts and leave the other 
courts to later investigation. 

“No one is sure why the ad- 
ministration of criminal justice is 
not better than it is here,” Buck- 
ley declared. “Some say that one 
of the principal reasons is lack 
of manpower in the circuit attor- 
ney’s office and in the parole 
office. 

“It will be the duty of the spe- 
cial committee to assess the 
blame, if it can. It may be that 
Circuit Attorney James W. Grif- 
fin and Parole Officer Franklin 
Miller are short of manpower, as 
they say. But if someone is pass- 
ing the buck, citizens of St. Louis 
should know that.”

Craft Smashes to Bits in 
Unexplained Fall at 
Georgia Field—Son of 
St. Louisans Is Victim. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., Jan. 14 (UP) 
—An Air Force investigation 
board hoped to find the cause to- 
day of a glider crash yesterday 
that killed 13 men, 11 of them 
paratroop students scheduled to 
be “graduated” today. 

(One of the dead is Pvt. Gordon 
A. Smith, 22 years old, of Colum- 
bus, Ga., whose mother lives at 
3143 Mount. Pleasant avenue, St. 
Louis. Smith attended Belleville 
High School for a time.) 

Ten of the students died in- 
stantly when their glider, sloping 
in for a landing at Lawson Field 
on the huge Fort Benning reser- 
vation, tipped sideways and 
crashed. 

Another student, an instructor 
and an Air Force pilot died within 


hours. 7 
Four Are Injured. 

Four more students lay injured 
as a result of the splintering 
smash that came without a sec- 
ond’s warning. 

First reports said a sudden 
strong wind current caused a 
wing to rip into the ground. Later 
officers said they did not know 
the cause. The wreckage was 
spread over 700 feet of the run- 


way. 
A control tower observer said 
it all happened so quickly that 
when he took his eyes from the 
glider for a split second he missed 
the smash. 
“Two gliders were coming in 
for a normal landing approach,” 
said Cpl. James P. Harr of De- 
troit. “Everything appeared nor- 
mal, so I turned to look at the 
C-82 that had released them. 
Then I turned back to look at the 
gliders and saw a pile of debris 
out there. ; 
“What I thought was debris 
turned out to be bodies.”

EXTRA DAY GIVEN 
FOR FILING INCOME 
TAX DECLARATIONS: 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP)— 
Because Jan, 15 comes on Sun- 
day this year, 1949 income tax 
estimates due to be filed on that 
date will be accepted up to mid- 
night Monday. 

The 24-hour extension to the 
filing deadline was announced to- 
day by the Internal Revenue 
Bureau. 

Several million persons are af- 
fected, but the great majority of 
taxpayers whose full tax is with- 


held can ignore the date. Those 
affected are: 

1. Farmers who received 
more than $600 income in 1949 
but prefer to wait until the Jan. 
31-March 15 period to make 
their tax payments. They can 
declare now, pay any time up 
to March 15. A new law pro- 
vides, however, that farmers 
“who are going to make a final 
return and payment by Jan. 
31, finishing up income tax 
duties and payments that early, 
may skip over the Jan. 16 date. 

2. Other persons whose tax 
is not covered by withholdings, 
if they have not yet filed the 
required declaration or wish to 
change earlier estimates to 
avert the penalty for declara- 
tions that err more than 20 per 
cent. 

The non-farmer group required 
to make declarations includes 
doctors, lawyers, other profes- 
sionals, persons owning their own 
business, and higher-bracket sal- 
aried workers who pay outside 
or in addition to taxes withheld 
from regular pay. 

Final tax payments need not 
be made until March 15, although 
taXpayers can make final pay- 
ment at any time now.

The State Department announced 
today that the Chinese Commu- 
nists are seizing United States 
Government consular property at 
Peiping. It said the United States 
is recalling “all American official 
personnel from Communist 
China.” 

Chinese Communist police and 
civilian officials, the announce- 
ment said, “invaded that Ameri- 
can corsular compound” against 
American protests at 9:50 a.m., 


Jan. 14 China time (7:50 o'clock 
last night St. Louis time). 

There are 36 American official 
personnel in Peiping, including 
Consul General Edmund 
Clubb. Communications with this 
group have not been interrupted 
so far. 

The 36 had not been arrested 
at the time the announcement was 


made. 
Americans in China. 

There are 135 American offi- 
cials and dependents throughout 
Communist China—at . Peiping, 
Tientsin, Shanghai, Tsingtao and 
Nanking. In addition there are 
an estimated 3000 non-official 
American citizens in Communist 
China, and the State Department 
announced: 

“Any facilities for evacuation 
from China which are arranged 
for our official personnel will 
be made available for all Ameri- 
can citizens who desire to depart.” 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Walton Butterworth said of the 
recall order, “No one can keep 
representatives in a foreign coun- 
try if the foreign country does 
not wish Ahem to be there.” 

Butterworth said there are four 
American compounds—buildings 
or groups of buildings enclosed 
by a wall—in Peiping and that 
the American personnel had been 
forced out of one of them and 
into another adjoining. The com- 
pound from which they were 
forced out was the one housing 
the official consulate effices. 


Some Records Destroyed. 

Butterworth said that some of 
the United States archives have 
been destroyed by the consulate 
staff and some have been re- 
moved from the evacuated com- 
pound, also that some of the ex- 
tremely valuable code materials 
have been destroyed and some 
retained by the Peiping Ameri- 
cans.

Union 
leaders would not predict what 
action the miners would take. 

Lewis, suffering a personal loss 
in the death of his mother at 
Springfteld, Il].. made no com- 
ment on the situation. 

Many mine locals will hold 
meetings today and tomorrow to 
decide whether to follow Lewis's 
suggestion. Some UMW leaders 
say them can’t predict what will 
happen. . 

“The situation is sort of 
cloudy,” said John Busarello, Dis- 
trict No. 5 president at Pitts- 
burgh. “It is strictly up to the 
locals whether they follow Lewis's 
suggestion.”

Priority List. 

The law provides a priority list 
for recipients of give-away foods; 
the federal-state school lunch 
program, the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, federal, state and local 
public welfare agencies and pri- 
vate welfare agencies operating 
in this country and its territories, 
in that order. 

At*the bottom of the list are 
gifts for foreign relief. These 
will be limited to United States 
voluntary non-profit relief agen- 
cies directed by active and re- 
sponsible American citizens. 

The agencies must not be en- 
gaged in commercial or political 
activities and their purposes must 
be in line with interests of this 
country. Commodities distrib- 
uted abroad must be given free 
of charge to persons receiving 
them.

the police. 

From the moment when he 
“discovered” his parents’ bodies, 
Leyra was in police custody.

After the funeral mass and bu- 
rial, which police let him attend 
under escort, Dr. Max Helfand, a 
psychiatrist, took up the ques- 
tioning.

$43,700,000 IN GOLD 
BELONGING TO SIAM 
BEING FLOWNTO USS. 


OAKLAND, Calif., Jan. 14 (UP) 
—Authoritative sources here to- 
day confirmed a report from 
Anchorage, Alaska, that $43,700,- 
000 worth of gold is betng flown 
to the United State from Japan. 

However, the sources. dis- 
counted speculation that the gold 
bars were Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek’s gold reserve being 
flown to the United States from 
Formosa. 

Instead, it was reported reliably 
that the gold bars belong to the 
Siamese Government. They are a 
part of the loot the Japanese 
Army took out of Siam during the 
occupation. 

United States occupation troops 
in Japan found the gold bars hid- 
den in Tokyo and identified them 
by the seal of Siam imbedded in 
each ingot of bullion.

Senator Brewster (Rep.), Maine, 
says the situation in New England 
is becoming increasingly serious, 
adding: “I don’t think we've got 
to have 48 states freezing before 
there is a national emergency.” 

Individual Hardship Cases. 

Last night the Federal Bureau 
of Mines said in a cautiously 
worded report that “some in- 
dividual cases of hardship” may 
result from an uneven distribu- 
tion of coal stocks coupled with 
consumer demands for certain 
types of coal. 

The bureau says that coal 
stocks in dealers’ yards on Jan. 1 
averaged four days’ supply, com- 
pared with a five-day average 
supply a month earlier. 

The United States Chamber of 
Commerce insists that a real coal 
emergency exists. At Chicago, the 
Illinois Manufacttrers’ Associa- 
tion said that unless coal produc- 
tion returns to normal within the 
immediate future “extensive un- 
employment in Illinois industry” 
will result. 

Joseph E. Moody, president of 
the Southern Coal Producers’ As- 
sociation, says only about 22,400,- 
000 tons of coal are above-ground 
now. He claims that’s the lowest 
supply in 15 years.

’ Executives of the Citizens’ Ad- 
visory Committee to the Board of 
‘Education, meeting for the first 
time with the board’s committee 
gn economic needs, began to gath- 
er comprehensive information 
yesterday on school finances, ad- 
ministration and use made of four 
comparatively recent surveys 
school problems. 

The citizens’ group, comprising 
98 representatives of the public, 
was appointed last month to help 
the board make income meet ex- 


penses. 

The joint session, held at the 
Board of Education Building, was 
attended by the five members’ of 
the economic needs committee 
and the eight members of the 
citizens’ group executive commit- 
tee, chosen Jan. 6, with William 
Charles as chairman. 

Following a lengthy open meet- 
ing, Charles and the other seven 
from the citizens’ body went into 
brief executive session. After- 
wards, Charles announced they 
had decided to appoint four citi- 
zens’ subcommittees, each one 
paralleling a standing cgmmittee 
of the school board—instruction, 
finances, buildings, auditing and 
supplies. 

Board Members Questioned. 

In the open meeting, economic 
committee members—who are also 
school board members—made re- 
ports on the several aspects of 
the board’s work and then were 
questioned closely by the _ citi- 
Zens’ representatives. 

In particular, Harold T. Jolley, 
president of the Boatmen’s Na- 
tional Bank, wanted to know how 
much of the Strayer survey, which 
he had read, had been incorpo- 
rated into actual, practice. The 
report was completed 10 years 
ago at a cost of $60,000. 

“At least 90 per cent of the 
proposals have been adopted,” 
Mrs. Irma H. Friede of the school 
board asserted promptly. 

“That’s very interesting,” Hy- 
man Stolar, chairman of the eco- 

‘momic needs committee, _re- 


- marked. He suggested a “tabu-

Traffic Chaos: Costly Luxury 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


As newcomers to St. Louis, my wife 
and I have found much to admire. We 
have already enjoyed many of its un- 
usual cultural advantages and have a 
high regard for the intelligence of St. 
Louisans. 

Consequently, we have been and still 
are amazed by the antics of motorists 
and pedestrians alike on the streets of 
St. Louis. The indifference of both 
groups to the dangers resulting from 
their behavior is unbelievable to people 
eoming here from other cities and states. 

I am told that for years the very ob- 
vious need for an ordinance to empower 
the police to crack down on motorists 
and pedestrians has been ignored. That, 
too, is unbelievable. : 

Well, it has been my experience that 
when all other appeals and methods 
fail, hitting ge oe in their pocket- 
books usually brings results. If you 
want some ammunition on what the 
careless, discourteous, often stupid driv- 
ing and walking habits of St. Louisans 
are costing them, exclusive of their 
lives, here is an example. When I noti- 
fied the insurance company covering 
my car that I had moved from Detroit 
to St. Louis, they promptly sent me a 
bill for additional premium amounting 
to more than 37 per cent of the original 
cost of the same coverage in Detroit. 

To me it is absurd that the driving 
risk in Detroit with its more than one 
and a half million people and many 
more autos could be less than that in 
St. Louis. Nevertheless, it is true, and 
St. Louis drivers are paying 37 per cent 
more than drivers in a city at least 
twice as big and with far more severe 
winters. St. Louisans have no one to 
blame but themselves. 

I’m not anxious to keep paying high 
fmsurance rates and I’m sure many 
drivers feel the same way. The rates 
will come down only when a great many 
more St. Louisans stop displaying driv- 
ing and walking manners that should 
disgrace intelligent people, when the 
eity government finds the courage and 
common sense to pass ordinances regu- 
lating pedestrian traffic. and give the 
poor traffic policeman authority to 
make pedestrians use their heads, and 
when it uses some basic science in- 
stead of horse-and-buggy tradition in 
setting up traffic controls.

has needed a comprehensive investi- 
gation of its criminal justice for many years. 
The Bar Association of St. Louis, which now 
undertakes this work under the leadership of 
R. Forder Buckley, is certainly a most compe- 
tent agency to do it. 

Missouri already can hope for reforms in crim- 
inal justice from the work of the Criminal Code 
‘Commission established by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court. /The Bar Association’s work will 
be a helpful addition to this work, with special 
reference to St. Louis. 

Mr. Buckley says the inquiry was prompted 
by the parole of Jeff Crenshaw, admitted raper 
of two small girls, and the revocation of that 
parole by Judge Murphy. And he points out 
that the investigation will look into broad fun- 
damental questions about criminal practice. These 
go beyond any one case or the competency of 
any single judge or prosecutor involved in it: 

1. Should the parole system be revised? 

Circuit Judge Francis Williams recommended 
revision in his report to the grand jury. The 
Crenshaw case, the “shorts-burglar” case and 
others have illustrated the need for legal pro- 
tection, and for proper superyision by parole 
officers and psychiatrists, before criminals are 
turned loose on society. 

2. Should Missouri have an indeterminate 
sentence law? 

This law would subject criminals to detention 
and treatment until competent authorities deter- 
mine that it is safe to free them. It is particu- 
larly applicable to mental cases. Judge Williams 
proposed such a law, most prosecutors favor it, 
and states with any claim to modern jurispru- 
dence have one on their books. 


3. Should the state revise its entire criminal 


code? 


Nearly everyone connected with criminal pro- 


cedure thinks so—except for the criminals who 
profit by archaic laws and their lawyers. 

Criminal law in this state is obsolete. Few 
juries, for example, are willing to send a man to 
prison for stealing $30, yet that is the line 
drawn long ago between petty and grand larcefy. 

4. Should juries be permitted to recommend 
sentences? 

That is not -the. practice in federal courts. 
Local prosecutors already have agreed to stop 
recommending sentences, which sometimes led 
to “bargains in justice.” That is, a low sentence 
was proposed in return for a plea of guilty. 

Some attorneys argue that the judge alone 


‘should consider the problem of sentences, since 


that is part of the power of judgment. Others 
contend that if a jury has no power to suggest a 
sentence, it may refuse to convict. 

5. Does St. Louis need more trial facilities? 

In a given week, a criminal court here is 
likely to dispose of two or three cases and leave 
25 on its burdened docket. Actually there is 
no question about the need for more facilities; 
the question is how to increase them. 

Judge Williams believes that the Legislature 
should create another criminal court division. 
There are 18 divisions of the Circuit Court, apd 
only three are devoted to criminal law. But are 
the other divisions so overworked that they can- 
not contribute help to the criminal divisions? 
The Circuit Judges themselves might transfer 
another judge to criminal work. 

All these questions have developed from 
growing inadequacies of justice. It is time they 
were answered. Fortunately, the Bar Associa- 
tion has put some of its best legal talent on its 
investigating committee. So the public will ex- 
pect good advice.

Political control of the Council on Human Re- 


' lations is virtually assured. Mayor Darst sought 


such control, and the Board of Aldermen has 
passed a bill to give him what he wants. Soon 
the community’s racial problems will be in the 
Mayor’s lap. 7 
The Council was appointed more than six 
months ago, following the violence at Fair- 
grounds Park. In all that time, St. Louis’ only 
prospect for well-planned, city-wide action to 
improve race relations lay with the Council. 


Yet for most of the six months the Council 
had to be embroiled in an argument with the 
Mayor as to whether he would appoint the Coun- 
cil’s own permanent staff, and whether the staff 
members would be protected by civil service or 
subject to political fancy. As a result of the 
dispute, several members quit the council and 
little work was done. 


So now the Mayor has won the argument. It 
is deplorable that politics had to enter a strictly 
non-political problem of vast community inter- 
est. But when Mayor Darst assumes sole re- 
sponsibility in this delicate realm of policy, he 
can expect close judgment of his performance.

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Just What Is “Sanity”? 


There is going to be an extra fancy rhubarb 
at the meeting of the National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association, the group which is trying to 
enforce its “sanity code” against college athletes 
who play for pay. Up for a vote will be the 
motion to expel seven member-schools accused 
of violating the code. 

Here will be a fine demonstration of how 
hard—if not hopeless—it is to try to keep 
money out of intercollegiate football now that it 
has become a big business. Four of the accused 
schools—the University of Virginia, Virginia 
Tech, Virginia Military Institute and The Cita- 
del of Charleston, S. C.—have virtually entered 
pleas of guilty, but are defying the association 
to take disciplinary action. The Citadel actually 
has stomped out. The other three are reported 
to be Boston College, Villanova and the Univer- 
sity of Maryland. 

The schools are being supported in their de- 
fiance by members of the Southern, Southeast- 
ern and Southwest conferences, and further sup- 
port may come from other parts of the country. 
If so, there will not be much left of the two- 
year-old rule against so-called athletic scholar- 
ships and non-working jobs. 

That might not be altogether tragic. The four 
Southern offenders say that the rule as it stands 
is not practical. They want the association to 
allow them to provide at least free tuition and 
board throughout the school year for athletes. 
That’s not very much for boys who can fill the 
stadium at $3 or $4 a seat. If they are willing 
to open holes in the line or tote the ball for 
free learning—and if they and the schools strike 
a frank, above-board bargain to that effect—few 
people will be deeply scandalized. | 

However, since just about every high school 
player knows that there are chances for more 
than bread and butter, it is. a serious question 
whether a somewhat liberalized “sanity code” 
would not be violated just about as frequently as 
the present rule. Would not college coaches 
continue to beat the woods for talent and pay 
as much as they can afford to get it? If so, 
would it not better to drop the rule? At least, 
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that would end the hypocrisy which now is all 


sciences would no longer be troubled by the 
tormenting thought that they, who are supposed 
to inculcate high standards of honesty in their 
classrooms, are condoning duplicity on their 
playing ‘fields. 
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Gov. Smith Is Right, But— 

Gov. Forrest Smith is right about one thing 
when he talks about his gasoline tax increase as 
he did the other night before the Associated 
General Contractors of Missouri. He is right 
when he says that many miles of rural Missouri 
roads should be lifted out of the mud and that 
the main highway system needs repairs. 

But the Governor is backing’ the wrong 
method of spending money for~ this essential 
work, In the beginning, he appointed a citizens’ 
committee, headed by former Gov. Lloyd Stark, 
which submitted a good highway bill. Under 
pressure, however, Mr. Smith backed away from 
this proposal. Instead, he gave his support to a 


measure tailored to the taste of the rural court- 


house politicians. 

This he has been trying to impose on Missouri 
against the will of many of its people. First, he 
asked the Legislature to attach an emergency 
clause so that the voters would have no chance 
to express their opinion, pro or con. Failing in 
that, he did succeed in getting a spectal referen- 
dum on April 4. It seems clear enough that he 
did not want the question before the voters in 
November when it might serve as a reminder of 
the records of many of the candidates seeking 
re-election. 

It probably is true that some of-the interests 
opposing this gas tax increase are more inter- 
ested in their purses than in Missouri’s roads. 
They just do not want to pay a higher gasoline 
tax. And eventually there will have to be such 
an increase. Missouri can no longer maintain 
and extend one of the best road systems in the 
United States on one of the lowest tax rates in 
the country. But when that rate is increased, it 
must be done with genuine assurance that the 
additional money will be as wisely used as road 
money hes been used in this state in the past. 


The pending bill, while making a gesture in 
the direction of the State Highway Commis- 
sion, would let the courthouse rings get their 
hands on 50 per cent of the additional revenue. 
In short, it would put road-building into politics 


with h vengeance. And the present excellence. 


of Missouri’s roads was attained by keeping 
them out of politicians’ hands and in those of 
a politically disinterested highway commission. 

Yes, the Governor is right when he says Mis- 
souri needs more road money; but his way is 
not the right way of getting it. To get the most 
for their gas tax dollars; Missourians will have 
to defeat the Smith bill first of all.

Indictment of six persons in connection with 
an American Legion raffle represents a com- 
pound of the unusual, in which the least remark- 
able episode was the conduct of the raffle itself. 

This raffle was no private fund-raising affair, 
but a commercial lottery. Yet in applying for a 
permit, police say, the sponsors explained that 
they wanted to sell tickets to “a .dance and 
picnic.” 

Legion Post 37 received only $3500 of $28;777 
taken in by sale of raffle tickets. The rest of 
the money went to a New York promotion firm 
which organized the Jottery. 

Even under these circumstances, it is notable 
that the police so energetically stopped the lot- 
tery scheme. ‘To do that the officers ‘had to 
look well behind the respected organization 
which was in front of the gambling venture. 


It was also unusual for a grand jury to indict 
five members of a Legion post, along with an 
out-of-town promoter. The ‘indictment will be 
a warning to any organization tempted to raise 
money through illegal promotions. 

Finally, members of the grand jury did an 
uncommon thing in personally congratulating 
Capt. Wren of the police gambling squad. And 
this was done only because the thorough investi- 
gation and report by the police was the most 
extraordinary event of all. 

As far as this story has gone, it is no encour- 
agement to anyone who seeks to violate the 
gambling laws behind a respectable guise.

It does not 
mention that even if all the sex offenders were 
being caught (which they aren’t) and committed 
(which they aren't) there would still be the 
problem of what to do with them as long as the 
state’s mental hospitals are overcrowded.

Echoes of the Newspaper Giants

Absorption of The New York Sun by Scripps-Howard brings to- 
gether three great ghosts of American journalism; Dana was to

From the New York World-Telegram and The Sun 


“The Sun Is Sold,” the last headline of 
New York’s famous afternoon newspaper 
In those four simple words the epi- 
taph of a paper that had published with- 
out interruption for 116 years was writ- 
ten. 


The New York World-Telegram, which 
bought the name’ good will and circula- 
tion lists of its former competitor, hecomes 
the World-Telegram and The Sun. In those 
three names in its masthead, “World,” 
“Telegram” and “Sun,” three of the great- 
est traditions in American journalism are 
joined. Behind those words are the spirits 
of three of the fightingest liberals who 
ever ran newspapers, Joseph Pulitzer, E. 
W. Scripps and Charles A. Dana. 


New York was a bustling city of 250,000 
on Sept. 3, 1833, when Benjamin H. Day, 
a young printer, started The Sun as a pen- 
ny newspaper at 222 Williams street, prac- 
tically under the Brooklyn bridge. Day 
was everything from janitor to editor on 
his paper, the first issues of which con- 
sisted of four pages of three columns each. 


In 1868 the greatest name in The Sun’s 
history, that of Charles A. Dana, appeared 
as editor and publisher. Under Dana’s 
ownership The Sun entered a new day 
that brought fame to him and a world-wide 
reputation to the paper. Dana had only 
one basic journalistic rule—“be interest- 
ing.” And he saw to it that The Sun was. 
Dana once said: “If a newspaper has not 
the news, it may have everything else, yet 
it will be comparatively unsuccessful, and 
by news I mean everything that occurs, 
everything which is of human interest.” 


The Sun’s readers got human interest— 
gossip, interviews, lively stories. They got 
their stories well written, too. Dana would 
not stand for sloppy writing, any more than 
he would for overly effusive writing. And 
it’s dollars to French crullers the names 
in the stories were spelled correctly. To 
misspell.a name was to incur the dis- 
pleasure of Charles Dana, who took such 
pride in The Sun he made one of the 
country’s most successful papers. 


Death claimed the great Dana in 1897. 
Then The Sun passed through a variety of 
administrations. In June, 1916, Frank A. 
Munsey, who had previously bought the 
New York Press, a one-cent Republican 
morning paper, bought The Sun from Wil- 
liam C. Reick. The Swn absorbed the 
Press.

The Telegram, with threescore of years 
behind its presses, had been founded by 
the fabulous James Gordon Bennett just 
about the time the echo of the last Civil 
War shot was heard. It had passed from 
his hands to those of his son, James Jr., 
and from his estate to the . ubiquitous 
Frank A. Munsey who merged the Evening 
Mail with it in 1924. 


Besides climaxing the career of Scripps- 
Howard Newspapers in New York, the pur- 
chase of The Sun by the World-Telegram 
rates as the most important transaction in 
New York newspaper circles since the 
Telegram and the World joined hands in 
1931. That purchase brought under one 
masthead two papers that represented the 
ideals and the fruits of a lifetime of la- 
bor of two giants of the world of jour- 
nalism, E. W. Scripps and Joseph Pulitzer. 


It is believed the two titans of the press 
never met. Yet their careers, which date 
from the same year, 1878, are remarkably 
parallel. Both were born poor. Both 
started their publishing venture in the 
Midwest, Scripps in Cleveland with the 
Cleveland Press, Pulitzer,with the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. 


Both men were devoted to a free press. 
Both spent their lives fighting for justice, 
Scripps sponsoring the cause of labor, bat- 
tling for the economic underdog, Pulitzer 
lambasting everyone from Presidents down 
when he thought they needed it. 

In his statement on the acquisition of 
The Sun, Roy W. Howard, editor and pres- 
ident of the World-Telegram and The Sun, 
said:

The indifference of both 
groups to the dangers resulting from 
their behavior is unbelievable to people 
eoming here from other cities and states. 

I am told that for years the very ob- 
vious need for an ordinance to empower 
the police to crack down on motorists 
and pedestrians has been ignored. That, 
too, is unbelievable. 

Well, it has been my experience that 
when all other appeals and methods 
fail, hitting —— in their pocket- 
books usually brings results. If you 
want some ammunition on what the 
careless, discourteous, often stupid driv- 
ing and walking habits of St. Louisans 
are costing them, exclusive of their 
lives, here is an example. When I noti- 
fied the insurance company covering 
my car that I had moved from Detroit 
to St. Louis, they promptly sent me a 
bill for additional premium amounting 
to more than 37 per cent of the original 
cost of the same coverage in Detroit.

The Bar Goes to Work

St. has needed a comprehensive investi- 
gation of its criminal justice for many years. 
The Bar Association of St. Louis, which now 
undertakes this work under the leadership of 
R. Forder Buckley, is certainly a most compe- 
tent agency to do it. 

Missouri already can hope for reforms in crim- 
inal justice from the work of the Criminal Code 
‘Commission established by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court. The Bar Association’s work will 
be a helpful addition to this work, with special 


_ reference to St. Louis. 


Mr. Buckley says the inquiry was prompted 
by the parole of Jeff Crenshaw, admitted raper 
of two small girls, and the revocation of that 
parole by Judge Murphy. And he points out 
that the investigation will look into broad fun- 
damental questions about criminal practice. These 
go beyond any one case or the competency of 
any single judge or prosecutor involved in it: 

1. Should the parole system be revised? 

Circuit Judge Francis Williams recommended 
revision in his report to the grand jury. The 
Crenshaw case, the “shorts-burglar” case and 
others have illustrated the need for legal pro- 
tection, and for proper supervision by parole 
officers and psychiatrists, before criminals are 
turned loose on society. 

2. Should Missouri have an indeterminate 
sentence law? 

This law would subject criminals to detention 
and treatment until competent authorities deter- 
mine that it is safe to free them. It is particu- 
larly applicable to mental cases. Judge Williams 
proposed such a law, most prosecutors favor it, 
and states with any claim to modern jurispru- 
dence have one on their books. 


3. Should the state revise its entire criminal 


code? 


cedure thinks so—except for the criminals who 
profit by archaic laws and their lawyers. 
Criminal law in this state is obsolete. Few 
juries, for example, are willing to send a man to 
prison for stealing $30, yet that is the line 
drawn long ago between petty and grand larcefy. 
4. Should juries be permitted to recommend 
sentences? 3 
That is not ‘the practice in federal courts. 
Local prosecutors already have agreed to stop 
recommending sentences, which sometimes led 
to “bargains in justice.” That is, a low sentence 
was proposed in return for a plea of guilty. 
Some attorneys argue that the judge alone 


‘should consider the problem of sentences, since 


that is part of the power of judgment. Others 
contend that if a jury has no power to suggest a 
sentence, it may refuse to convict. 

5. Does St. Louis need more trial facilities? 

In a given week, a criminal court here is 
likely to dispose of two or three cases and leave 
25 on its burdened docket. Actually there is 
no question about the need for more facilities; 
the question is how to increase them. 

Judge Williams believes that the Legislature 
should create another criminal court division. 
There are 18 divisions of the Circuit Court, apd 
only three are devoted to criminal law. But are 
the other divisions so overworked that they can- 
not .contribute help to the criminal divisions? 
The Circuit Judges themselves might transfer 
another judge to criminal work. 

All these questions have developed from 
growing inadequacies of justice. It is time they 
were answered. Fortunately, the Bar Associa- 
tion has put some of its best legal talent on its 
investigating committee. So the public will ex- 
pect good advice.

Indictment of six persons in connection with 
an American Legion raffle represents a com- 
pound of the unusual, in which the least remark- 
able episode was the conduct of the raffle itself. 

This raffle was no private fund-raising affair, 
but a commercial lottery. Yet in applying for a 
permit, police say, the sponsors explained that 
they wanted to sell tickets to “a.dance and 
picnic.” 

Legion Post 37 received only $3500 of $28,777 
taken in by sale of raffle tickets. The rest of 
the money went to a New York promotion firm 
which organized the Jottery. . 

Even under these circumstances, it is notable 
that the police so energetically stopped the lot- 
tery scheme. To do that the officers ‘had to 
look well behind the respected organization 
which was in front of the gambling venture. 


It was also unusual for a grand jury to indict 
five members of a Legion post, along with an 
out-of-town promoter. The ‘indictment will be 
a warning to any organization tempted to raise 
money through illegal promotions.

The Disenchanted Ones 


THE GOD THAT FAILED, Edited by Richard Crossman. 
(Harper and Brothers, New York, 273 pgs., $3.50.)

In the best of these six remarkable and 
important essays Ignazio Silene, the Italian 
novelist, reports that he, half jokingly, re- 
cently said to Togliatti, the Italian Commu- 
nist who was once his comrade, “The final 
struggle will be between the Communists 
and the ex-Communists.” Unfortunately, 
Silone does not record Togliatti’s reply. 
There probably was none—because Togliat- 
ti is as incapable of judging history as are 
many who mistakenly believe they are the 
most effective enemies of Communism. 

Too many of those responsible for the 
so-called “loyalty” investigations in Wash- 
ington are either unable or unwilling to 
distinguish between the people who be- 
fore Aug. 22, 1939, to choose only the most 
cataclysmic of several possible dates, were 
attracted to the illusion of Communism— 
and those still receiving their inspiration 
and orders from Moscow. Stephen Spender,

Each explains 
why and how in the hectic years between 
the October Revolution and the Stalin-Hit- 
ler Pact he came to believe that the world’s 
only hope was in the Soviet Union and the 
Communist party. And the way in which 
each discovered his tragic error. 

Unlike most ex-Communists, these are 
not bitter men; nor have they made that 
painfully short and familiar journey from 
the Far Left to the Far Right. They have 
no illusions that democracy can flourish 
in a vacuum. As Spender writes, “The 
interests of the very few people in the 
world who care for freedom must be identi- 
fied with those of the many who need 
bread, or freedom will be lost.”

OFF DEFENSE ROLLS 


Johnson Says This Exceeds 
Forecast by 6300—About 
10,000 More to Go. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP) — 
Secretary of Defense Louis John- 
son said yesterday that the de- 
fense establishment has let out | 
6300 more civilians than he fore- 
cast and there are “at least 10,000 
more to go.” 


As of Dec. 31, Johnson told re- 
porters, this phase of his economy 
campaign had resulted in cutting 
141,300 civilians from the payroll, 
against the 135,000 predicted. 

He gave the figures to reporters 
at the White House after a con- 
ference with President Truman. 
This meeting was on something 
else—cutting down on the amount 
of real estate and industrial and 
command installations held by the 
armed services. This, too, is re- 
lated to the Johnson economy 
campaign and he said substantial 
amounts are involved. He was un- 
able to supply definite figures or

Johnson said he and his Army,

The St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra under Vladimir Golsch- 
mann played without a _ soloist, 
for the first time since the sea- 
son’s opening concert, yesterday 
afternoon in Kiel Auditorium. 


Although the program was not 
particularly daring it was good, 
for a change, to have one’s in- 
terest concentrated on the orches- 
tra.. It would be better if it 
happened oftener. The use of 
top-line soloists undoubtedly has 
an. effect on. attendance figures 
and they are necessary for the 
performance of sections of the 
great literature. But soloists also 
exert a strong influence on pro- 
grams and in general it’s a con- 
servative, unenterprising influ- 
ence. 

Conductor Golschmann offered 
yesterday, as a substitute for a 
star personality, a new work by 
Manuel Rosenthal, the French 
composer, called “Magic Manhat- 
tan.” As the title suggests it 
dealt with the sights and sounds 
of New York as they affected a 
visitor who, in this case, came 
from foreign shores. The banshee 
wailing of sirens, the pathetic 
plaints of a hand organ, the voice 


traffic and other characteristics 
of a big city were woven ingeni- 
ously into a body of sound that 
employed all the usual, and sev- 
eral unusual resources of thé 
orchestra. 

Composer Rosenthal spaced his 
dynamic climaxes, his contrasts of 
mood and his changes of rhythmic 
pace with great skill. Dissonant 
masses were suitably relieved 
with detours into soft, shimmer- 
ing, impressionistic effects and 
objective’ descriptions with sub- 
jective contemplations of the 
scene. Despite the complexity and 
elaborateness of instrumentation 
the wide variety of coloristic de- 
vices all came through and 
counted for something. : 

Appealing melodic fragments, 
strong motor rhythms, and the 
general brightness of the score 
made the tone poem into a supe- 
rior piece of entertainment. The 
performance, in its spirit and 
cohesiveness, showed thorough 
preparation. The audience ob- 
viously like it. 

Conductor Golschmann did his 
duty by the standard repertory 
by leading his colleagues through 
a tonally rich and rhythmically 
active performancé of the Brahms 
Symphony No. 4 in E Minor. In 
one or two passages where the 
orchestration is awkward he 
whipped up the pace a little but 
without making it sound at all 
nervous. The dignity and the 
depth of the music remained. 
The final passacaglia was con- 
structed along broad, monumental 
lines. 

The orchestra was also well up 
to form in the Gretry-Mottle Bal- 
let suite from “Cephale and Pro- 
cris” and “A Walk to the Para- 
side Garden” from “A Village 
Romeo and Juliet” by Delius.

DE GASPERI NAMED 
TO FORM HIS SIXTH 
ITALIAN CABINET 


ROME, Jan. 14 (AP)—Presi- 

dent Luigi Einaudi today asked 
Premier Alcide de Gasperi to 
form a new Italian government. 
De Gasperi’s coalition cabinet 
resigned Thursday to effect a gov- 
ernment reorganization promised 
last October. Since his Christian 
Democrats control Parliament, De 
Gasperi’s reappointment was a 
matter of course. He will begin 
talks with political leaders later 
today on the makeup of the new 
government. Meanwhile the out- 
going government continues to 
serve temporarily. 
President Einaudi yesterday in- 
terviewed Palmiro Togliatti, Com- 
munist leader. As head of the 
,000,000 - member Communist 
party, he is the major opposition 
leader. 

The big question was whether 
De Gasperi planned to continue 
his coalition, which has excluded 
the Communists and their left- 
wing Socialist allies, or to set up 
a one-party cabinet of Christian 
Democrats. 

Togliatti is said to have de- 
manded that any new government 
‘must institute a new internal 
policy. Apparently he also put be- 
fore Einaudi the terms of a Com- 
munist communique which de- 
clared Italy must recognize Com- 
munist China, “break her political 
and military obligations under the 
Atlantic pact,” and see that for- 
eign trade is “‘wrested from Amer- 
ican control.” 

This will be De Gasperi’s sixth 
cabinet since he first took office 
Dec. 10, 1945.

NEW YORK, Jan. 14 (UP) — 
The National Collegiate Athletic 
Association sanity code forces to- 
day defeated an. amendment call- 
ing for a year-round training ta- 
ble, thus setting the stage for a 
bitter fight on the expulsion of 
seven code violators later in the 


day. 

The secret ballot vote was 115 
to 106 against the amendment. 

The amendment, presented 

y by the Southern, South- 
west and Southeastern Confer- 
ences, would have met the re- 
quirements set up by the seven 
schools facing expulsion. 

The University of Virginia, 
leader of the fight against the 
sanity code, has indorsed the 
amendment for a training table. 
It originally wanted permission 
also to pay athletes’ room rent. 

With the amendment defeated, 

the Southern bloc and its Catho- 
lic school backers were : ced 
with getting more than one third 
of the N.C.A.A. votes to block 
expulsion of Virginia, Virginia 
Tech, Virginia Military, The Cita- 
del, Villanova, Boston College 
and Maryland. They will need 
approximately 80 votes to avert 
expulsion. . . 
' After the Southern-supported 
amendment was defeated, the 
convention agreed to take up im-' 
mediately the expulsion of the 
seven schools.

nation’s smaller colleges in a po-

The high brass of the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
met with representatives of the 
minor group yesterday to expldin 
the new set of amateur stand- 
ards. 

Afterwards, Dr. J. H. Nichols, 
athletic director of little Oberlin 
College, said: “The smaller 
colleges are almost unanimously 
in favor of the sanity code.” 

“The code doesn’t affect us 
““much one way or another,” he 
added, “but we are for it because 
‘fe ‘prings athletics under closer 
“scrutiny of the college adminis- 
tration.” 

He said the minor schools had 
about one-third of the N.C.A.A.’s 
voting strength and “actually are 
a decisive voice in the organiza- 
tion. 
The meeting with the small 
college chieftains, although fixed 
months in advance, could have 
come at no more appropriate 


time. 

The N.C.A.A.’s newly-acquired 
position as a governing body is 
threatened in a move to expel 
seven institutions wkich have ad- 
mitted non-compliance with the 
code. Today’s general meeting 
was the showdown. 

The code, born two years ago, 
restricts scholarships and speci- 
fies an athlete must work for his 
keep. Outright athletic grants-in- 
aid are forbidden. 

The identities of Boston Col- 
lege, Maryland and Villanova 
were disclosed yesterday through 
private probing.

ROCKIES, NORTH 
CENTRAL STATE 


60-Mile Gusts in Michi- 
gan — Northwest Gets 
Impact of Worst Storm 
of Winter. 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 14 (AP)— 
The season's worst storm dealt 
staggering blows over wide areas 
of the western and central parts 
of the country today. | 

A snow-wind storm, after strik- 
ing with full force across the Pa- 
cific Northwest, roared into the 
Rocky Mountain states. Oregon, 
Washington, parts of Idaho, 
northern California and northern 
Nevada got full impact of the 
blustery weather. 

Blizzard conditions were fore- 
cast for Montana and Wyoming. 
The storm hit western Montana 
last night, with strong winds and 
blowing_drifting snow. Temper- 
atures ranged from 20 to 25 be- 
low zero in northern Montana. 

A blizzard blew into Minnesota 
and colder weather spread across 
most of the North Central region. 

High Winds. 

The storm which struck over 
the northern Great Lakes region 
was accompanied by winds of 40 
to 50 miles an hour throvghout 
the North Central states and 
gusts of 60 to 80 miles an hour. 
Heavy snowfall was reported in 
upper Michigan.

$200,000,000 IN FIVE 
YEARS ON. OKINAWA 


TOKYO, Jan. 14 (AP) — The 
United States is stepping up the 
pace of its military construction 
program on Okinawa. Expected 
to require four to five years to 
complete, it will cost about $200,- 
000,000. 

Maj. Gen. Doyle Hickey, dep- 
uty chief of staff to Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur, said Okinawa 
would be the site of a “junior 
occupation headquarters.” 

Gen. MacArthur’s program for 
Okinawa and the Ryukyu islands 
group is two fold, Gen. Hickey 
said. 

First is a military program to 
provide sufficient housing and 
accommodations — shops, ware- 
houses and port facilities — for 
United States military and civ- 
ilian personnel on the island. 

Second is a program designed 
to give the 1,000,000 Ryukyuans 
their own government. 

One of the main features is 
emphasis on typhoon-proof struc- 
tures. At least once a year the 


battle-famed island is ripped by || 


typhoons that smash housing and 
shops. 

Other problems are land rights, 
native finances, production in na- 
tive industries and recruiting of 
Okinawan labor to take part in 
the. building program.

erty on which their find is lo- 
cated. 

The prospectors said the de- 
posits were over a “scattered” 
area, but gave strong signals on 
a Geiger counter, an electronic 
device used to detect the presence 
of radioactive materials. 

Samples of the earth were 
taken to the laboratories at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., the men said. They 
were given several booklets telling 
them how to proceed with their 
discovery, and other information. 


Homes of 1500 Lost in Fire.

It is quite evident ‘that all 
these questions in Asia are basic- 
ally economic questions and that 
the people have to l that a 
»course is being followed that will 
raise their standard of living and 
give them something worth-while 
to work for. This was not ac- 
complished by the Chinese Na- 
tional Government. To draw us 
into the present civil war seems 
to me no helpful solution to the 
‘Chinese problems.

and mayonnaise there is a deli- 
cious and hearty salad. There is 
creamed pork a la king. There are 
croquettes. There is chop suey, 
more or less American style. 
There are combinations of mash- 
ed, white or sweet potatoes, with 
ground pork and plenty of season- 
ing. This, by the way, is the type 
of filling used for the traditional 
French Canadian Christmas and 
New Year pie which has both a 
top and bottom crust. According 
to a Canadian, “The seasoning is 
everything.” And according to 
Miss Lina Berle who has eaten 
it on its own ground, “It has 
the authentic Jingl. Bells flavor, 
for they make it and serve it hot 
to the relatives and friends who 
may have driven miles through 
Canadian snow and below-zero 
temperatures!” 

Another very good and simple 
recipe for leftover pork is to com- 
bine the diced meat with cooked 
or canned mushrooms with a 
cream sauce, and to serve this on 
toast surrounded by sauteed apple 
rings. Instead of the toast, a bed 
of mashed sweet potatoes may be 
used. 

Creamed Pork With Apple Rings. 

Combine one and one-half cups 
cooked diced pork with one-half 
cup sliced cooked or canned 
mushrooms. Mix with one and 
one-half cups cream sauce which 
has been seasoned with nutmeg 
as well as salt and pepper. Saute 
cored but unpared apple slices in 
pork drippings until lightly 
browned. Arrange the, creamed 
pork on slices of toast or on bed 
of mashed sweet potatoes and 
garnish with the apple rings.
